Allied headquarters 
said the Germans covered their 
withdrawal with heavy shell and 
mortar fire which was countered 
by a raking barrage from hastily- 
advanced Allied guns. 


TO QUIT WHOLE SALIENT 

The withdrawal indicated the 
Nazis were preparing to abandon 
the entire salient hooking three to 
10 miles into the Allied lines along 
a 24-mile front from Casoli to 
Castel Di Sangro.

These bylaws will be submitted 
to the Alberta Board of Public 
Utilities for approval after which 
a special meeting of the city coun- 
cil will be called, probably for 
Friday, May 12, to discuss and give 
third reading to the bylaws. 

Printed draft of the refinancing 
purchase agreement will be circu- 
lated to the aldermen for consider- 
ation in the meantime, and further 
information regarding the proposed 
flotation and the savings to be 
affected by the refinancing will be 
given when the bylaws are up for 
further consideration, 


INTEREST RATES 

The interest rates of the refin- 
ancing debentures are three per 
cent due $525,000 annually May 15, 
1948-49 inclusive; 3% per cent due 
$525,000 annually, May 15, 1950-54 
inclusive; 3% per cent due $525,000 
May 15, 1955; 3% per cent due 
$550,000 annually, May 15, 1956-59 
inclusive, and 3% per cent due an- 
nually May 15, 1960-64,

4 Forest Fires

A new forest fire south of 

Grande Prairie is raging out of

This brings to six the number of 
fires burning in the Grand Prairie 
district. Four of them are out of 
control. 

A message on the Ross and Sons 
fire radioed to forestry headquart- 
ers here reads, “Unable to hold 
guard made by bulldozer. Men 
can't be placed through burnt 
timber from the south. Difficult to 
get men’s to fire line. Bulldozer 
and small mobile camp working in 
south edge to prevent spread.” 

The message state the weather 
is cloudy in the fire area, and 
brings some hope of relief. As yet, 
no rain has fallen, 

Fires in Drayton Valley are con- 
trolled, Mr. Blefgen said, and the 
fire which has been burning north- 
west of Breton has been completely 
exiinguished.

many, Europe rocked under the impact of Allied bombs today as the mad tempo of 


the great air assault beat* 
into its 23rd day. 

From the southeast coast of | 
England, observers reported the | 
greatest air fleets ever seen filled | 
the skies, and the coast shook | 
with reverbrating engines and 
explosions from the Pas de Calais 
area of France. 

Around 1 p.m., a series of thun- 
derous explosions in France shook 
English Channel coast towns like 
an earthquake for 15 minutes. The 
blasts drowned out the unprece- 
dented roar of planes overhead and 
the bursting of bombs on the other 
shore. 

Massive R.A.F., Canadian and, 
American fleets carried on to the 
pulverizing offensive and it was 
announced that a powerful force of 
American heavy bombers, picking 
up the torch from night shift of 
R.A.F, and R.C.A.F. four-engined 
craft struck shattering blows at 
10 German airdromes and transport 
hubs in France, Belgium and Lux- 
embourg.

(The Berlin radio reported that 
the defenders of Sevastopol were 
under a “hail of fire’ from far 
Superior Russian forces, the 
broadcast apparently clearing the 
way for admissions of further set- 
backs, The German communique 
said only that “heavy fighting 
continues at Sevastopol. 

The 18-day lull alt Sevastopol fol- 
lowing the swift Russian conquest 
of the rest of the Crimea exploded 
with a sweeping artillery barrage 
which methodically pulverized the 
German firing points in the hills

Chinese Repulse

CHUNGKING, May 9~—(A P)— 
Chinese troops have launched a 
successful counter-offnsive south of 
the ancient Honan province city of 
Loyang, which the Japanese have 
been threatening in a drive pointed 
at the heart of China, and have 
driven the enemy back across the 
Yi River, Chinese field dispatches 
said today. 

Dispatches from the front yester- 
day said the Japanese had reached 
a point only six miles south of Lo- 
yang after advancing three miles 
in the previous 24 hours. 

The Yi River os a tributary of 
the Yellow River and is within 
about seven miles of Loyang. 

The Chinese press also reported 
that the Japanese had attempted to 
cross the Yellow River from Shansi 
province about 45 miles northeast 
of Loyang during the night of May 
3, but asserted the enemy had been 
wiped out,

000. He said that of this amount 
$851,000 is assured through payroll 
savings purchases, leaving $780,400 
to be obtained through the general 
canvass and bank sales if the city 
is to reach the minimum quota, 

Mr. Staples stressed that it would 
be a “black eye” to the city if the 
amount raised in the Fifth Victory 
Loan was not equalled in the pres- 
ent campaign. He pointed out that 
all Canadian cities are hitting last 
year's totals, and appealed to Ed- 
montonians to see that this city was 
also in that class.

Westeate Guilty 


Of Murdering

WINNIPEG, May 9.—(CP)— | 
Albert Victor Westaate, 45-year- | 
old mechanic, last night was con- | 
victed of murdering Grace Edith 
Cook, 16-year-old Winnipeg wait- 
ress in a downtown hotel Dec, 4, 
and sentenced to be hanged at 
Headingley jail next July 24. 

A few minutes after a jury, which 
deliberated 3'4 hours, found West- 
gate guilty, Mr. Justice W. J. Major 
passed sentence on the man who 
had earlier served 14 years of a 
life sentence for the murder of a 
St. Vital woman in South Winni 
peg in 1928. Westgate was parol- | 
ed in June, 1943 


NO DECISION ON APPEAL 

Defence Counsel Sir Charles} 
Tupper announced no decision has} 
yet been made regarding an appeal 
of the conviction. 

Westgate, who had heard the 
death sentence pronounced upon 
him twice previously, took the | 
verdict calmly and without a trace | 
of emotion, He told Mr, Justice 
Major he had nothing to say | 
when the usual inquiry was 
made, Throughout the trial he 
sat listlessly in the dock, only 
showing interest in proceedings 
occasionally. 

“It is murder or nothing,” Mr 
Justice W. J. Major told the jury in 
his charge. “There is nothing to 
show that there are any elements 
present to reduce the crime to man- 
slaughter.” 

He said there was “a fairly 
strong chain of circumstantial | 
evidence,” but should there be 
“any reasonable doubt” a verdict 
of acquittal must be returned.

NEED 1,000 MORE 

Following selective service efforts 
it is believed that it will be neces- 
sary now to find only 1,000 more 
workers to handle the stepped-up 
demands of the plants. To put 
prisoners of war in these plants is 
considered to be unworkable, but 
Japanese workers have been offer- 
ed and these gave been refused by 
the industry. 

Selective service officials are 
suggesting that where practicable 
more women be employed in the 
plants, and they believe there are 
still a number of operations which 
can be adequately handled

ALLIED HEAD QUARTERS, 
CEYLON, May 9.—The Japanese in- 
vasion of India showed signs of 
breaking today as British armored 
forces crushed through the enemy 
positions around Kohima and 
R.A.F. and Allied bombers raked 
their siege lines south of Imphal 
with bombs and gunfire, 

Simultaneously, it was disclosed 
that British “Chindit” raiders were 
striking with devastating effect over 
hundreds of square miles of Jap- 
anese-held territory in North-Cen- 
tral Burma, cutting the last enemy 
lines of communication between 
Myitkyiga and southern Burma. 

The hard-hitting Chindits in two 
weeks of whirlwind attack were re- 
vealed to have cut the Mandalay- 
Myitkyina railway at 10 separate 
points in the vicinity of Indaw and 
to have severed the alternate 
Bhamo- Myitkyina highway. The 
Japanese were reported com pletely 
bewildered by the Chindits” slash- 
ing tactics and offered only spas- 
modic resistance.

The Germans also were said to 
have decreed that all boats, includ- 
ing row boats, must be removed

Other Stockholm dispatches said 
the Germans had a ban on all 
coastal shipping off Denmark from 
Frederickshaven on the northeast 
coast, around the northern tip of 
Jutland, and down the west coast 
to Hojersluse in the southwest.

DEFENCE PREPARATIONS 


During blackout hours, Danish 
fishermen were forbidden to ap- 
proach closer than 10 nautical 
miles from the coast. Departure 
during blackout hours also was 
forbidden with violators liable to 
be fired upon without warning. 

Intensified defence preparations 
inside Denmark also were reported 
from Stockholm. 

Farther north, Col. Gen. Nikol- 
aus Von Falkenhorst, German 
commander in Norway, was re- 
ported by Radio Berlin to have 
expressed “full confidence” in 
Norway's coastal defences after 
an inspection tour. 

In Britain, the postmaster general 
suspended “canned message” tele- 
grams to and from members of the 
British armed forces to clear com- 
munications channels for more 
urgent communications. More than 
100,000 standardized messages 
identified only by number have 
been sent by and to members of 
the armed forces weekly.

the resources of Canada, would give 
greater safety to the savings of the 
people of Canada than institutions 
whose self-perpetuating directors 
are responsible to none but their 
own shareholders and whose asso- 
ciations have jeopardized the sav- 
ings of the people in the past, and 
whose policies have brought to the 
verge of ruin thousands of farm- 
ers, workers and business men. 


CANNOT FORESEE FUTURE 

“No man can foresee the future, 
but the causes which brought the 
crash in 1929 are inherent in the 
present system which, as long as it 
continues, may be subject to the 
same disastrous fluctuations. Such 
a system, then, cannot be accurately 
described as completely safe, sound 
or prudent.” 

Mr, Coldwell spoke after Hon. 
R. B. Hanson, (P.C.—York Sun- 
bury) said that the proposals of 
the “Socialists” to nationalize the 
banks “carry with them a most 
sinister threat to individual free- 
dom and liberty and therefore to 
the privilege of democratic liv- 
ing In a free country.” 
“Commercial banking in Canada 

permeates all sections of business 
activity and affects practically every 
form of economic endeavor,” said 
Mr. Hanson. 

“Government control of loans, 
and we must expect that if the 
Socialists gain their way, could be 
used as a weapon for political pat- 
ronage, by a political party to en- 
force compliance with its doctrine.” 


“SUPPORT—OR ELSE!” 

If a Socialist party was elected in 
Canada “you (the public) will sup- 
port the dominant political party, 
or else!” said Mr, Hanson. 

J. H. Blackmore, Social Credit 
house leader, said effective control 
over currency and credit could be 
achieved by another way than 
socialization of the banks. The 
Social Crediters urged the issue of 
debt free money. The money issued 
should be based on the country's 
production, 

Mr. Blackmore alone spoke on his 
amendment. When it was defeated, 
debate continued on the amend- 
ment moved by Mr. Coldwell ask- 
ing for consideration of national- 
ization of chartered banks 

Mr. Coldwell said the failures 
of the present banking system 
were made apparent by the war 
which had proved that what was 
physically possible and desirable 
was equally financially possible. 

The speech Finance Minister 
Ilsley had made on second reading 
of the bill was “political and pro- 
vocative,” he said. 

Neither in the bill under review 
or in other proposed legislation 
“do we see anything sufficiently 
comprehensive to indicate that the 
conditions we knew in the 1930's 
will not bedevil our people in the 
post-war years,” said Mr. Coldwell. 


PLAN USE OF RESOURCES 


“Adequate expansion, nation- 
wide employment, require a plan- 
ned use of our resources, our 
human power. our capital equip- 
ment and our financial instruments, 
In such a setting the nation’s bank 
should accurately reflect the na- 
tion’s demand for credits and for 
funds. Where private enterprise 
and governments both fail to use 
the financial resources available 
the economic siructure verges on a 
state of entire collapse. A publicly- 
owned central bank alone cannot 
prevent it, for the actual granting 
of credits rests with  privately- 
owned, profit-motivated _ institu- 
tions,” 

It was on these grounds that 
the C.C.F. called for national 
ownership and control of the fin- 
ancial system, and particularly 
the banks. 

Socialization of the banking 
system would involve taking con- 
trol over the direction of credits 
and the investment of bank funds. 
It would also involve the placing 
of directorates on the principle of 
public representation and not on 
stock ownership. 

Mr. Coldwell said Mr. Ilsley had 
deplored the lack of influence upon 
the boards of directors of the banks 
of the small business man, the 
farmer and the industrial worker. 


DEPLORE THEM, TOO 

“We deplore them, too, but in- 
stead of indulging in pious wishes 
we propose the social ownership of 
these institutions in order that just 
such people, through their own re- 
presentatives, shall have some say 
in the vital economic policies of the 
nation,” said Mr, Coldwell. 


“That is what we mean by 


socialization—that those in control 
of financial policy shall not be 
merely the representatives of big 
business or the directors of pow- 
erful privately-owned monopolis- 
tic institutions.” 

The Royal Bank, the Bank of 
Commerce, the Bank of Montreal 
and the Bank of Nova Scotia, con- 
trol more than 70 per cent of all 
bank assets, said Mr. Co.dwell. The 
four banks and the six insurance 
companies, Sun Life, Canada Life, 
Great West, London Life, Manufac- 
turers Life and Mutual, controlled 
more than 70 per cent of all the 
banking and insurance assets in 
Canada. 


WHERE CONTROL LIES? 

“And who controls these 
and insurance companies whose 
assets play such a vital role in 
Canada?” he asked. “The 72 direc- 
tors .of .the .six insurance .com- 
panies hold a total of 356 director-

ates in dozens of corporations in; 


all the principal fields of industry 
and commerce. 

“Similarly, 94 officers of the 
three leading banks—Royal, Mont- 
real, and Commerce—hold a total 
of 799 directorates in 484 corpor- 
ations in dozens of our major in- 
dustries, including such giants as 
nickel, aluminum, cement, chem- 
icvals, steel, railways, electrical 
concerns, packing and a host of 
others.” 

Finance Minister Ilsley had said 
he opposed socialization of the 
banking system because “we do not 
want a socialized banking system to 
deaden the initiative or our system 
of free enterprise.’ said Mr. Cold- 
well. “The minister fails to see that 
our system of free enterprise is al- 
ready deadened by its own pol- 
icies.” 

Mr. Hanson asked if any imag- 
ined that “if the banks of this 
country were brought under gov- 
ernment ownership they would be 
administered free of political con- 
trol, in the best interest of the 
business community and the nation 
as a whole?” 

“To contend otherwise is to be 
intellectually dishonest, especially 
in the light of present conditions,” 
added Mr. Hanson, 


POLITICAL PATRONAGE 


“Let us be frank. We all know 
political conditions in Canada, We 
have political patronage, even in 
wartime. Does any one believe 
that the socialists would not use 
this weapon if once given the posi- 
tion to do so? 

“Our socialist friends assume a 
lofty, holier than thou attitude... 
but their holier than thou 
attitude deceives mo one but 
themselves. In the light of cur- 
rent history it is as hypocritical 
as Uriah Heap or any other char- 
latan of history or fiction that 
One may summon to memory. 

“I have said without fear of 
contradiction that business often 
depends for the financing of its 
operations upon bank loans. It is 
quite evident, to myself at all 
events, that the threat of with- 
holding loans at a crucial time 
could be used to coerce borrowers 
into falling in line with the views, 
political or other, of the controllers 
of the banks. 


POSITION IN GERMANY 

“That has been the position in 
Germany; it has even been true 
in Russia, where there is only one 
political party. In these countries, 
and in this country if the socialists 
have their way, you will support 
the dominant political party, or 
else! Make no mistake about that. 
Is that dgmocracy? Is that the 
freedom for which we are fighting 
and giving our treasure, for which 
our sons, perhaps, are dying?” 

Mr. Hanson s ‘d the Progres- 
sive Conservative party was not 
offering any amendment to the 
bill at the present time, but “I do 
not want this house or the coun- 
try to take the view that we are 
giving blanket endorsation to the 
bill—far from it. We think the 
bill can be improved by construc- 
tive suggestions.” 

The suggestions would be made 
when the bill was being studied 
clause by clause. 

There was nothing “révolution- 
ary” in the bill, There were numer- 
ous changes but “I do not think 
they are very important,” said Mr. 
Hanson, 


URGE DEBT FREE MONEY 

Mr. Blackmore said Social Cred- 
iters urged the issue of debt free 
money as a means of effecting con- 
trol over currency and credit with- 
out socialization of the banks, The

Mr. Blackmore said the govern-

It was an “abomination” to see 
that Canada with all its resources 
should only have 1.86 years of pros- 
perity for each year of depression,

he said. It was possible to avoid 
depressions by proper monetary 
policies, 


Government measures were de- 
signed to increase production, but 
there were none to increase con- 
sumption. People should have the 
money with which to buy, and 
should be told where that money 
would come from. 

The essentials of prospecity could 
not be obtained without the use of 


debt-free money. 

The country was being driven to 
socialism, he said. There was only 
one way to ensure security with 
freedom, and that was the Social 
Credit way. 

OPPOSES READING 


Mr. Blackmore moved that the 
bill be not read a second time, but 
that the house express the opinion 
the government should take from 
the chartered banks their power 
over currency and credit and “re- 
store” these rights to parliament. 


His motion was defeated by a 
vote of 107 to 20, 


The federal government has not 
the power at present to prevent 
chartered banks from causing a 
sudden deflation, said T. C. Doug- 
las (C,C.F., Weyburn) when the de- 
bate continued, 


The government had the power 
to prevent banks from expanding 
credit, but it did not have the 
power to stop the banks from con- 
tracting. 

“There is nothing to guarantee 
that the deflation process of the 
depression years will not be re- 
peated by the banks,” he said. 


Mr. Douglas said there was noth- 
ing to prevent banks from calling 
in their loans or to retract credit. 


“We do not look on credit as a 
commodity, but a medium of ex- 
change,” said Mr. Douglas. 

“We believe there should be a 
banking system geared to our econ- 
omy.” 


AGAINST SOCIALIZATION 

Finance Minister Ilsley had said 
he opposed socialization of banks 
and yet he had sponsored a bill 
for the setting up of an industrial 
development bank with public 
money, said Mr. Douglas. This 
would be a socialized bank, 

“If the minister favors the social- 
ization of one bank he should favor 
socialization of all banks,” said 
Mr. Douglas. 

Canadian banks had become a 
series of closed corporations. 
The working man and farmer had 
“no voice in the council which 
shapes the economic destiny of 
the nation.” 

The C.C.F. wished to see the 
working, man and the farmer hay- 
ing a say in the economic policy 
of the country, he continued. 

“We ask that to political demo- 
cracy, we add economic demo- 
cracy,”’ said Mr, Douglas. 

Victor Quelch (S.C.-Acadia) said 
credit expansion had come in 
Canada after the war started and 
should have been available in 
earlier years when there was un- 
employment and resources awaited 
development. 

The government 
that money needed for develop- 
ment of resources after the war 
would be found, just as money had 
been found for war necessities, 


$980,000,000 CREATED 

Some $980,000,000 in new money 
was created last year to maintain 
full employment and similar ex- 
pansion would be needed in future 
years, 

Mr. Quelch said Graham 
Towers, governor of the Bank of 
Canada, evidently believed that 
a national debt due to people 
within Canada, was nothing to 
worry about, Canada’s debt 
might soon rise to $15,000,000,000 
or $16,000,000,000 so it appeared 
Finance Minister Ilsley agreed 
with this philosophy. 

But finally the debt charges 
would be greater than the total rev- 
enue of the country. This would 
result in the loss of confidence 
among the people. 

Mr. Quelch said Canada should 
not wait for the crisis to come be- 
fore deciding on interest-free debt. 
Present financial methods would 
lead to disaster, but money could 
be borrowed interest-free from the 
Bank of Canada, 

Rey, E, G, Hansell (S.C.—Mac- 
leod), speaking after Mr, Rose, said 
it was “refreshing” to see the Lib- 
erals had obtained some support.” 


SUPPORTS C.C.F. 


Mr Hansell said he would sup- 
port the C.C.F, in its amendments 
asking consideration of nationaliz- 
the banks. 

He said he did not care whether 
the banks were nationalized or not 
as long as there was effective con- 
trol over them, 

The chief f{ nection of the banks 
was to see that there was enough 
money in the hands of the people 
to allow them to buy all the things 
they need, said Mr, Hansell.

LESS MONEY FOR PUBLIC 

“LT can say that as long as the 
high rate of taxation on income and 
corporations continues there will be 
less money in the hands of the buy- 
ing public,” he said.

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Beautification 

It is reassuring to know that the Ed- 
monton civic authorities have not entirely 
lost sight of the wide demand in this city 
for a long term beautification program in 
general and a memorial park adjacent to 
the Macdonald hotel in particular.

The Personal View-Point 


Saturday’s sales brought the Sixth Vic- 
tory Loan two-thirds of the way to the 
national minimum objective of $1,200,000,- 
000. Figures at the end of the second 
week were $15,000,000 beyond those at the 
same stage in the Fifth loan campaign. 
The province had turned in 84 per cent of 
its quota. Edmonton's position was slight- 
ly short of the two-thirds mark, 62.2 per 
cent. Sales in the city this week must aver- 
age $321,450 per day if the quota is to be 
reached on schedule. 

These figures are encouraging. In the 
city and the Dominion over, two-thirds of 
the minimum set had been subscribed in 
two-thirds of the time allotted. 

It is to be hoped that the number of 
sales in each and in all cases will grow even 
faster than the sales totals. The ideal 
would be reached if every person in Can- 
ada who must support himself should 
secure one or more of the bonds, those with 
dependents to support obtaining bonds in 
proportion, 

No person will be made secure as to his 
financial future and that of his family by 
the huge blocks of bonds which are bought 
by wealthy corporations or by other in- 
dividuals, Every person is on his own, 
and only the bonds he himself buys will 
build up a fund of purchasing power 
against his possible future need. 


Seeding Time 


It is estimated that Alberta farmers had 
more than 50 per cent of their wheat crop 
sown at the end of last week. Seeding in 
Manitoba was much farther advanced, 
but Saskatchewan was trailing in a poor 
third position. As has happened before, 
seeding in the Peace River area was well 
ahead of that in many districts in the cen- 
tral and southern parts of the province. 
Guesses from men in position to know the 
situation were that the area being sown is 
about 10 per cent more than last year, 

Outside Manitoba the moisture condi- 
tion is everywhere, or nearly everywhere, 
below average, that province having been 
helped by spring rains and snowfalls denied 
to Saskatchewan and Alberta. The lack of 
reserve moisture in the subsoil has inspired 
some gloomy forebodings, in parliament 
and elsewhere, as to the crop outlook. Soil- 
drifting in certain areas is a more immedi- 
ately sinister result of the dryness, The 
effect elsewhere on the yield is something 
no one can foresee. 

The west has reaped good harvests in 
years when light winter snowfall had left 
the soil dry in spring, and may have a 
“bumper” yield this year if the mid-summer 
rains come along in generous quantities. 
While the situation could be more satisfac- 
tory, there is nothing in it to arouse alarm, 
Harvest-time is a long way off—and June 
is yet to arrive. Meanwhile, one advan- 
tage of the dry spring is that land can be 
sown which would still be difficult to work 
if the winter snow had been as heavy as in 
the preceding season,

Boycott forHitler-Helpers 


Washington has black-listed 38 business 
concerns in Eire, on the ground that they 
have been aiding the enemy. While it was 
not so stated, the implication is that these 
firms have been acting as buying agents 
for Germany, or forwarding supplies to 
that country, probably through Spain. It 
is now illegal for any citizen of the United 
States to have business dealings with the 
proscribed persons or companies. 

As this is a war measure, it is to be sup- 
posed that all other Allied countries will 
follow the lead, Otherwise the purpose 
would not be attained, since the black-list- 
ed firms could transfer their buying or 
other transactions from the United States 
to some other Allied state. It may also be 
assumed that what has been done in the 
case of Eire will be done in the case of 
Sweden, Spain, Portugal, and all other 
neutral countries if and as citizens or cor- 
porations in such states are found to be 
assisting the enemy in a similar way. 

A further point is to be noted, Warn- 
ing ia given that black-listed firms cannot 
be restored promptly to trading rights

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when the war ends, There is a suggestion 
that the ban may carry on into the re- 
adjustment and reconstruction period. 

That is something for the governments 
of the neutral countries to think about. 
They have apparently supposed that they 
could do business with the Axis while the 
war is on and still be treated on the same 
basis as Allied countries when post-war, 
trading conditions are being shaped. Help- 
ing Hitler will hardly seen so attractive to 
them as they contemplate what will hap- 
pen to their trade if long lists of their 
business concerns are barred from the 
markets of the Allied world for both the 
war period and the reconstruction period. 

From Belgium to Berlin to the the 
Balkans twenty-one enemy targets were 
pounded by 7000 planes from Britain and 
Italy in a 24 hour stretch at the week-end, 
while Russian airmen staged their second 
heavy raid in four days on Sevastopol. 
All round the ring it is the enemy now who 
must do the wondering and worrying 
about when and where big-scale land fight- 
ing will be resumed. The Allies, if they 
chose, could stand pat on their present 
lines and blast every corner of Hitler's 
empire indefinitely. 


Nazi fighter planes went up in force to 
defend Berlin against a bomber attack 
over the week-end. As the luftwaffe has 
been husbanding its planes against the day, 
of invasion, this change in tactics is taken 
to mean that Hitller now finds it necessary 
to draw on his reserves in order to resist 
the preliminary softening-up air offensive. 
That is what the Allied air chiefs have been 
trying to compel him to do. Apparently 
they are succeeding, despite Goebbels’ at- 
tempt to keep his hearers thinking that 
the airkreig is mainly a “terror” or ‘“nuis- 
ance” operation. 


A Labor-Progressive member of the 
Commons for one of the Montreal seats 
says Quebec has provided as many men as 
any other province to the armed forces, 
on a per capita basis. He evidently meant 
as many in proportion to the number who 
are physically fit, for he proceeded to 
say that labor and other conditions in that 
province are responsible for the excep- 
tionally large percentage who are found 
unfit. If he is correct in this, health pro- 
tection measures and conditions which af- 
fect the general health should be under 
federal rather than provincial control. 
There cannot be a uniform standard of 
fitness throughout the Dominion unless 
fee measures and conditions are uni- 
orm.

Foreign Policy Needs Popular 


Risk of Repudiation in 
Change of Government 


Obviated 
By BRUCE HUTCHISON 

A nation’s foreign policy, to be 
effective, must command the over- 
whelming support of its people. 
Argument concerning it should 
cease at the nation’s boundaries. 
This is essential if other nations are 
to rely on that policy, for though 
nothing can be ironclad, there must 
be as reasonable assurance as poss- 
ible that, agreements once made, 
they should not be repudiated by a 
change in government. 

Apparently Canada has acrieved 
this essential agreement in foreign 
policy. A nation speaks its mind 
through its government, its opposi- 
tion and other political parties, and 
in Canada all parties of importance 
have now stated their agreement 
on certain fundamentals. These may 
be summarized as follows: 

Canada will work for and 
participate in the creation and 
maintenance of an international 
organization of peace-loving na- 
tions to enforce world peace, and 
to this organization will make 
binding commitments needed 
for collective security. 

Canada will retain its mem- 
bership in the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, will consult 
at all times with its partners in 
the Commonwealth, will try to 
achieve by consultation a com- 
mon policy but will not bind it- 
self in advance to accept the de- 
cisions of the other partners, and 
will retain freedom of action if 
these decisions do not satisfy it. 

Canada will work for the crea- 
tion of maximum trade between 
all nations for the removal of 
barriers to trade, for the re-estab- 
lishment of broken nations which 
must be its markets in the future. 
This policy was formally laid 
down by Mr. King in Parliament 
on January 31 last. It has been 
accepted by Mr. Coldwell for the 
C.C.F. In his defniite statement 
to Maclean's Magazine, Mr. Brack- 
en outlined precisely the same 
policy for the Conserative party. 
Our three major political parties 
appear unanimous in all these basic 
points of foreign policy. As com- 
pletely as any nation can be, Can- 
ada—according to the statements of 
its leaders—is united in its relations 
with the Commonwealth and the 
world,

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Amendments to Bank Act Are Explained 


Ilsley Offers Threat of 
Socialism Reason for 


Caution 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 


OTTAWA—Six times since Con- 
federation, Parliament has revised 
the “Act respecting Banks and 
Banking” and the seventh decennial 
overhauling of the banking system 
started the other day when sandy- 
thatched James Lorimer Ilsley de- 
livered a two-hour speech on mov- 
ing second reading of a series of 
amendments Canadians may con- 
sider whether the brave new world 
will be found in the future, but a 
certain school of thought believes 
that Canada should have some 
brave new bankers. This need, of 
course, cannot be provided by leg- 
islation. But Mr. Ilsiey’s amend- 
ments of 1944 will encourage a more 
liberal lending policy on the part 
of banks towards several groups of 
credit-worthy customers. 

Two-thirds of Mr. Ilsley’s speech 
—really a monumental effort from 
a man who only a few weeks ago 
was recuperating from four epochal 
war years of hard work in the field 
of public finance—was occupied 
with discussion of the philosophy 
and practice of Canadian banking. 
The government, he said, was mak- 
ing “ a very serious effort to build 
up in this country a well-rounded 
and highly integrated financial 
structure.” He rejected the idea of 
nationalizing the commercial banks. 
He said: 


Commonwealth nations, but will 
not make any commitments to fight 
for them in advance and without 
the approval of parliament. He 
also favors the removal of trade 
barriers, which means systematic 
reduction of Canadian tariffs, of 
the system of protection which his 
party originated and has always 
maintained. 

Taken alone, the statement of Mr. 
Bracken endorses in every vital 
particular the foreign policy of the 
King government. On the basis ot 
this statement, we are assured that 
the Conservative Party is now en- 
tirely united. If so, the unity has 
come rather suddenly and within a 
matter of weeks. This is clear 
from a glance at the public record. 


* * * 


At the 1942 convention Mr. 
George Drew, now one of the major 
forces in the party, proclaimed a 
strong imperialist and centralist 
line and amazed many lawyers by 
construing the British North Am- 
erica Act as binding Canada to 
frame all its policies primarily to 
forward the interests of the British 
Empire. 

On July 9 last, as his party's 
chosen spokesman in parliament, 
Mr. Howard Green, the chief Brit- 
ish Columbia Conservative politic- 
ian, insisted that the British Com- 
monwealth must speak through a 
single voice. 

When these issues emerged 
sharply in the speeches of Field 
Marshal Smuts and Lord Halifax 
Mr. Bracken refused to make any 
comment on them, pending the 
present meeting of Commonwealth 
prime ministers in London, Mr, 
Drew, obviously persuaded to re- 
main silent to avoid making 
trouble in the party, spoke myste- 
riously about the present dangers 
of the Commonwealth and insisted 
that there was something wrong 
with it, which he did not specify. 
Mr. Green went to British Colum- 
bia and announced that the party's 
policy followed the lines laid down 
by Lord Halifax and were utterly 
opposed to those of Mr. King, who 
planned to make Canada a small 
nation under the thumb of the 
United States. 

Mr, Bracken then endorsed Mr, 
Malcolm MacDonald's attack on 
power politics and on the whole 
Halifax-Smuts concept; whereupon 
Mr. Bracken was bitterly attacked 
by his three chief newspaper sup- 
porters, the Toronto Globe and 
Mail, the Toronto Telegram and 
the Montreal Gazette 

Mr. Bracken then issued a state- 
ment explaining his views. He de- 
fended Lord Halifax, whose views 
Mr. MacDonald had denounced, 
he urged greater consultation be- 
tween the British nations, but he 
rejected any thought of centralism 
or rigidity in the Commonwealth 


or any infringement of Canada’s 
free status. For reasons still ob- 
scure, this statement by Mr 


Bracken was warmly endorsed by 
the newspapers which had attack- 
ed his endorsement of Mr. Mac- 
Donald's condemnation of power 
politics. Finally, Mr. Bracken is- 
sued in Maclean's Magazine a state- 
ment prepared weeks before and 
outlined above.

MacArthur Out of the Race

WASHINGTON—General M a c- 
Arthur has properly taken himself 
out of the presidential race. Up 
until his week-end statement, there 
was every reason to believe he was 
a candidate with a scarcely con- 
cealed yearning for the office of 
commander-in-chief. 

Being president involves a great 
many decisions outside the military 
sphere. The batting average of 
American generals in the political 
field isn’t high. 

Lieut. General Patton did litle 
to raise it with his latest blunder 
in talking about how the world is 
to be “ruled” after the war. The 
plain fact is that Americans regard 
the presidency as a civilian office 
and they would be inclined to dis- 
trust a soldier in the White House. 

The MacArthur announcement 
came, of course, after it was per- 
fectly apparent to everybody that 
the General had no chance for the 
nomination. And MacArthur's dear 
friend, Congressman Miller of Ne- 
braska, did everything he could to 
take away the credit due the Gen- 
eral for this gesture by suggesting 
that it was made under administra- 
tion pressure.

OTTAWA, May 9—(CP)—Mobil- 
ization boards have been instructed 
to make a survey of all men reject- 
ed for compulsory military service 
in order to assure they are in jobs 
where they are most useful to the 
war effort, Arthur MacNamara, 
director of National Selective Ser- 
vice, said yesterday. 

“This is just another approach 
to a problem we have already at- 
tacked through the compulsory 
transfer orders,” said Mr. Mac- 

Namara. “Previously we have 
dealt with men rejected by the 
army on a bulk basis, now we 
are getting down to individuals— 
it is a matter of getting down to 
where the teeth in the comb are 
fine.” 


Under compulsory transfer orders | 
men subject to military call who 
are in designated occupations not 
regarded as having a high priority 
may be required to transfer to more 
essential work. 

The check being made by mobil- 
ization boards will apply to those 
rejected because of their physical 
condition or any other reason.

Extend Deductions 
From Income Tax 
For Medical Costs 


HAMILTON, Ont., May 9—(CP)—~ 
National Revenue Minister Gibson 
said here yesterday that by a recent 
ruling of the income tax department 
deductable allowances for unusual 
medical expenses provided by the 
Income Tax Act have been extend- 
ed to apply to osteopaths, chiro- 
practors, physio-therapists and 
others registered under any Domin- 
ion or provincial legislation. 

Col. Gibson said the act permits 
a deduction for medical expenses | 
in excess of five per cent where 
payment is made to “any qualified 
practitioner registered under any 
Dominion or provincial legislation.” 

In the case of a single man, the 
deductions may run to $400. For 
married men they may reach $600 
with an additional $100 deduction 
for each dependent up to and in- 
cluding four.

Gardiner Says 
Livestock Run 
Unprecedented 


OTTAWA, May 9—(CP)—Agri- 
culture Minister Gardiner said 
yesterday in the Commons that 
the equivalent of 105,000 cattle 
had been bought as beef for ex- 
port to the United Kingdom. 

Answering a question by William 
Bryce (C.C.F., Selkirk), Mr. Gard- 
iner said there were almost 75 per 
cent, more hogs going through 
packing plants weekly in February 
and March than at the same time 
last year, while the run at present 
was about 40 per cent. higher, This 
indicated the pressure on such fa- 
cilities. 

Mr, Bryce said that the packing 
plant congestion forced farmers to 
hold back their hogs with conse- 
quent loss as the animals were 
overweight when finally sold. 


MORE EMPLOYEES 

Mr. Gardiner said the employees 
at packing plants actually were 
more numerous on April 22 than at 
the start of the year, an unusual 
condition as hog marketings norm- 
ally fell off about this time. The 
run of livestock to market was un- 
precedented, The labor department 
had worked with farmer organiza- 
tions in seeking to ease the pack- 
ing plant labor problem. 

It appeared the pressure on the 
plants would continue, but he 
said he believed the labor de- 
partment would be successful in 
its efforts to better the situation. 

E. E. Perley (P.C.—Qu’Appelle) 
asked if the government was con- 
sidering establishing a board of 
livestock commissioners,

Commenting on the Saskatche- 
wan Wheat Pool’s suggestion to 
farmers of that province that they 
seed every available acre to wheat 
this year, O, S. Longman, deptuy 
minister of agriculture, said in 
Edmonton Tuesday: “It would ap- 
pear more appropriate to urge 
western farmers to provide and 
conserve adequate supplies of 
feed grains—wheat, oats or bar- 
ley, whichever can be most abun- 
dantly produced—rather than urg- 
ing them ‘to seed every available 
acre to wheat.’” 


Mr. Longman, Alberta member of | 
the Canadian Agricultural Supplies 
Board, pointed to Canadian com- 
mitments to Great Britain for sup- 
ply of livestock products, the in- 
creased dependence of Eastern 
Canada on the prairies for coarse 
grain supplies, and other factors. 

His statement follows: 

I have observed the pronounce- 
ment issued by the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool urging the farmers of 
that province “to seed every avail- 
able acre to wheat in 1944.” 

It would appear that the present 
and prospective price of wheat, 
plus the large available acreage ot 
summerfallow would provide ample 
incentive to the farmers of West- 
ern Canada to increase their wheat 
acreage, 


CONSERVE SUPPLIES 


Having regard for the Canadian 
commitments to Britain for supply- 
ing live stock products; the increas- 
ed dependence of eastern Canada 
upon the prairie provinces for their 
coarse grain supplies; the unpre- 
cedented demand for Canadian 
coarse grains in the United States 
at high price levels; the substantial 
increase in live stock population in 
western Canada, plus the unpredict- 
able yet inevitable incidence of par- 
tial or total crop failure common to 
western Canada; considering the 
foregoing it would appear much 
more appropriate to urge the farm- 
ers of western Canada to provide 
and conserve adequate supplies of 
feed grains—wheat, oats or barley, 
whichever can be produced most 
abundantly — rather than urging 
them “to seed every available acre 
to wheat”. 


CERTAIN REGIONS 


There are certain regions in west- 
ern Canada where an increase in 
wheat acreage is desirable and quite 
justifiable, but in others increased 
acreage would be a questionable 
policy, both from the standpoint of 
the individual and the nation, 

If we are to have planned agri- 
culture the maximum diversifica- 
tion of western agriculture, within 
our climate and soil limitations, 
should be encouraged and maintain- 
ed. This can be accomplished more 
effectively by regional rather than 
by general planning. 


The pronouncement raises an in- 
teresting but vital question—who is 
to assume the responsibility for 
agricultural planning?

Norris was one of a 
crew of five, all reported as miss- 
ing, and among whom was WO. sec- 
ond class H. G. Boissevain, son of 
H. T. Boissevain, Strathmore. 

FO. Norris, who is 22 years old, 
was born in Edmonton and educat- 
ed at McCauley and Victoria high 
schools. All his air force training 
was received in Canada, and he left 
for overseas about one year ago. In 
this city, he was well-known as a 
scout and former scout-master of 
the 10th Troop. 

He has a brother, Russell, serv- 
ing with the R.C.A. in England, 

The report received by Cpl. Nor- 
ris stated that the aircraft failed to 
return to its base after a bombing 
raid in April. 

The news came just a month after 
FO. Norris experienced a miracu- 
lous escape, although his pilot was 
killed, when their bomber crashed 
as it reached the home base, after 
crossing enemy territory without 
mishap. 

At that time, the aircraft had 
almost reached the home base when 
the fuel supply gave out. The ma- 
chine missed the tops of bugldings, 
left the undercarriage in a tree, 
spread its parts about the field, and 
then crashed.

The government of Alberta 
“does not propose to take any 
further action in the matter of 
day nurseries at the present 
time,” Premier Ernest Manning 
announced Tuesday. 

“The matter will be reconsidered 
at a later date if there is any ma- 
terial change in the situation in re- 
spect to the need of providing such 
facilities for the children of mo- 
thers employed in war industries,” 
he said, 

The day nursery plan has been 
under consideration for some time, | 
ever since the Dominion govern- 
ment announced it was ready to} 
contribute 50 per cent of the cost of 
nurseries. The province was to con- 
tribute 25 per cent, and the muni- 
cipality concerned, the other 25 per 
cent. 

The province stated it would fore- 
go any share of revenues derived

In view of 
the fact that the evidence and the 
viewpoints contained in these sub- 
missions were so confli¢ting and 
contradictory the committee decid- 
ed to advertise in the Calgary and 
Edmonton papers with a view to ob- 
taining definite applications from 
mothers who would take advantage 
of a day nursery service as provid- 
ed by the Dominion-provincial 
agreement. Thirty-seven applica- 
tions were received—eight from Ed- 
monton, twenty-five from Calgary, 
and four from other points. 

Of the thirty-seven applications 
received, only a limited number 
could qualify under the terms of 
the Dominion-provincial agreement. 


After consideration of the evi- 
dence and circumstances the 
committee advises that in_ its 
opinion there is not sufficient de- 
mand in either of the cities of | 
Edmonton or Calgary to warrant | 
the establishment of day nur- 
series for the care of children of 
mothers employed in war in- 
dustries. 

Investigations in British Colum- 
bia and Manitoba where war in- 
dustry is more extensive than in 
Alberta, have led to similar con- 
clusions in those provinces. Under 
the circumstances the government 
of Alberta does not propose to take 
further action in the matter of day 
nurseries at the present time, The 
matter will be reconsidered at a 
later date if there is any material 
change in the situation in respect

Sub. Commander 
Recalls Landing 
In North Africa 


Hero of the submarine landing 
of General Mark Clark in North 
Africa, and of the rescue of Gene 
eral Henri Giraud from France, 
Lt. N. L. A, Jewell, M.B.E., 0.S.C, 
arrived in Edmonton Tuesday to 
address meetings of the Canadian 
Club and the Women’s Canadian 
Club, 

He is the former commander of 
the Royal Navy submarine Seraph, 
and in addition to his exploits in 
bringing General Clark to North 
Africa two weeks before the invas- 
ion, and rescuing General Giraud 
he saw service at the landing in 
Sicily, at Salerno, and at Malta. 

The 30-year-old submarine com 
mander joined the navy in 1932 and 
spent some time on battleships, 
cruisers and an aircraft carrier, He 
then switched to the submarine ser- 
vice. Commenting on this switch he 
said that his choice was made so 
that he could continue to play rugby 
football. 

Of English-Irish ancestry he is a 
believer in good luck pieces, and 
carries in an outside pocket of his 
uniform a four leafed shamrock 

He is a second cousin of Gen, Sir 
Claude Auchinleck, commander in 
chief of Allied forces in India. 

Commenting on the _ pre- 
invasion landing of General 
Clark in North Africa, Lt. Jewell 
said that the landing was accom- 
plished according to plan, but 
that the submarine had to hang 
about the coast for two nights 
and a day before the party ar- 
rived back, The submarine was 
submerged during the daytime 
while this vigil was being kept. 

The party returned about dawn, 
and as there was considerable ac- 
tivity in the vicinity, the boat in 
which they returned was scuttled, 
and money in its bottom went down 
with it,

Jewell said “we were the only boat 
available at the time and place.”

Redecking of the bridge on Ada 
boulevard and stringer replace- 
ment instead of the proposed 
earth fill was authorized by city 
council Monday night. 

Protests from residents in the 
district followed the proposal to 
earth fill the ravine at this point. 
After an inspection of the bridge 

by Acting Mayor Fred W. Mitchell 
and a number of aldermen it was 
proposed to carry through with re- 
decking and stringer replacement 
until such time as labor and mater- 
ial is available for the construction 
of a reinforced bridge at this loca- 
tion. 


CAN DIVERT TRAFFIC 

Ald. J. M. Douglas asked if the 
city commissioners had power to 
divert heavy traffic from using this 
bridge. He was informed that 
there was provision for such diver- 
sion in the provincial highways 
Traffic Act. 

Replying to a question asked by 
Ald. J. H. Ogilvie regarding the 
condition of the bridge at Groat 
Ravine, A. W. Haddow, city en- 
gineer, filed the following com- 
ment in a report to the city commis- 
siopers, 

“Replying to your letter | would 
advise that the wood block sur- 
facing on the deck has crushed, 
making it very rough and as soon 
as possible this bridge is due for 
redecking and painting. The 
redecking will be done by the 
use of creosoted wood underfloor- 
ing and a reinforced concrete 
slab, 


“The estimated cost of this work 
including painting and structure is 
$28,000. 

“IT might mention in this connec- 
tion that we will eventually have 
some work to do in the Groat 
Ravine below this bridge in cul- 
verting the runoff drainage and 
later on possibly developing a west 
end approach to the golf links in 
Victoria Park.” 


MATERIAL SCARCE 


“In discussing the matter further 
with the city engineer's department 
we are informed that it will be very 
difficult to obtain either the neces- 
sary labor or material for the $28,- 
000 repair this year but asphalt will 
be applied from time to time. in 
order to keep the traffic condi- 
tions from getting too bad.

And Mine

When a mother says, “My baby 
is just naturally mischievous,” all 
she means is that the baby's 
natural activity gets in her hair. 

All babies, healthy babies, who 
play actively, unless kept in some 
safe place and given only their 
own toys, are bound to get into the 
parents’ possessions. They are not 
intent on harm or destruction, 
they are just inquisitive, and busy 
satisfying that urge to know all 
about everything. We can indeed be 
worried if the child has no 
curiosity, 

Neither my correspondent nor 
her advisers are looking beneath 
the titles they apply to children to 
determine what they mean. 

Mrs. B. E. writes, “Would you 
please print in your column an 
article on child behavior?” (It ap- 
palls me to know that anyone 
would think [ hadn't hundreds of 
times.) “A friend of mine claims 
that some children are just na- 
turally mischievous and that noth- 
ing can be done. 

“I believe if a child is terribly 
spoiled he can be mischievous, But 
children shouldn't be so spoiled 
that they make those around them 
unhappy. Do you believe a child 
of 4 or 5 can become too much for a 
parent?” 

“I'm afraid all of these are very 
superficial observations on an en- 
ormous subject, that of child be- 
havior, I do think that every pormal 
child wants to do whatever he sees 
others do, If there are no limits put 
upon his behavior he becomes what 
is termed, “spoiled.” 

If a child is frustrated continu- 
ally by a parents who cannot be 
bothered to teach him how to imi- 
tate grownup behavior, then he is 
driven to incorrigibility, Children 
have to act in order to live and 
some of their activities are certain 
to be annoying, troublesome ‘or 
time-wasting to the parent. 

The moderate path the wise 
mother takes is to allow the child 
every possible liberty to learn 
and to do and balance this with 
those necessary limitations from 
which every one suffers. No one 
can do what he or she pleases in 
this world, Everyone is hedged 
around by rules of conduct which 
are made for the good of the 
greatest number. 

Children have to learn not only 
to act but to control their acts. It 
is the big job of a parent to teach 
them both.
